2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
teach a support mechanism for a hood which includes a first support mounted on a vehicle and a 
second support mounted on the vehicle forwardly of the first support, a first arm coupled to a rear 
end of the hood, the first arm being releasably and pivotally coupled to the first support, a bracket 
fixed to a central portion of the hood, a second arm pivotally coupled at a first end to the bracket 
and releasably and pivotally coupled at a second end to the second support, and a spring link 
assembly coupled between the bracket and a central portion of the second arm and biased to move 
the second arm in a direction for raising the front end of the hood. The arrangement permits one 
of the arms to pivot relative to a respective support when the other arm has been released from 
it's respective support.
